PERTH AMBOY, Jan. 1.—Improved 
ferry service between Staten ‘Island and 
New Jersey is indicated In transactions 
just completed by ferry companies oper- 
ating between Tottenville, 8. I., and 
Perth Amboy and South Amboy, The 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, owner of 
the Staten Island Rapid-Transit, which 
operates the ferry between, Tottenyille 
and Perth. Amboy, has acquired the 
franchise and holdings of the Perth 
Amboy and Tottenville Ferry Company, 
fo several years ago. to operate @ 
terry line between those two places, but 

which never accomplished its purpose. 

While no ‘official announcement 
been made it is understood that the 
&0. plans to opérate ah additional ferey 
line ‘across Raritan Bay, which would 
have different terminals from the pres- 
ent line on each side of the water. Un- 
der the newly acquired franchise a line 
would be operated for motorists who use 
Staten Island as a short route to New 
Jersey shore resorts, The present line, 
it ls reported, will be continued for foot 
passengers and railroad service. 

At the same time the New Jersey 
Coast Ferry Company has been formed 
to operate boats between Tottenville and 
South Amboy, across the Raritan River 
from Perth Amboy. This ferry route is 
also aimed to attract the Jersey shore 
motorists, as by averting Perth Amboy 
and the long wooden bridge over the 
Raritan the route to the shore coast re- 
sorts would be greatly shortened. «A 
franchise has been granted to the new 
company by the city of South Amboy.

SHIPS" INSPECTION REPORT. 


It Showe Activities and ‘Statistics 
for the Last Year. 


A summary of activities and statistics 
of ‘the Steamship Inspection Service for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1921, has 
recently - been issued by the United 
States Department of Commerce. The 
force inspected and certificated 8,005 
vessels with a total gross tonnage of 
16,231,001, of which 7,753 were.domestic 
vessels with a total grossa tonnage of 3, 
091,971. Of the domestic vessels, there 
were. 6,437 steam vessels, 716 motor veé- 
sela, fifteen pagsenger barges and 585 
soagoing barges. There was an increase 
of forty-four -in the total number of 
vessels inspected, and an increase of 
609,602 in the total gross tonnage of 
vessels inspected as compared with the 
previous fiscal year. 

Letters of. approval . of designs of 
boilers, engines, and other operating 
machinery, were granted to forty-two 
steam vessels. There-weére ihspected for 
the United States Government, fifty- 
seven hulls and 2,100. boilers. There 
were 2,793 inspections of vessels, 

Licenses were issued to 25,007 officers 
of all grades, There were examined for 
visual defects 8,522 applicants for 
license, of whom forty-five were found 
to be color-blind or with other visual

IRELAND A NATION 
Ireland is free, delivered from a. gall- 
ing telation of dependence unconscion- 
ably prolongéd, hurtful both to her and 


to’England, which might have heen ended 


long-ago by a mutualexhibition: of the 
reasonableness which led to the negotia- 
tion ‘of ‘the treaty ratified yesterday by 
the Dajl Eireann by a vote of. 64 to 57. 
The Irish become really.a free people, for 
in ‘everything that affects their domestic 
welfare, their prosperity, their political 
decisions and Government. policies, they 
are unhampered. 

Historically the event is immensely in- 
teresting, for the troubles of Ireland 
‘have long held their place in the sympa- 
thy and-thought of the world. Politically 
it is interesting, for curiosity ‘will be 
-keen, to see in what. manner the Irish 
will go about the business of self-govern- 
ment. The vote for -ratification is. a 
triumph of the more*sober-minded: ele- 


ments of Irish political society; and 


therefore is a good portent. It is adis- 
tinct rebuff and defeat for ne..VALERA 
and his following; it would have: been a 
dark day for Ireland had they succeeded 
in defeating the treaty. Undoubtedly 
large numbers of the Irish have a warm 
admiration for the President of their late 
so-called republic, but ‘there will-be a 
very general feeling outside of Ireland 
that in resigning his somewhat shadowy 
office the vote was taken. he did 
the .very thing for himself and’ for 
Ireland. Free’ Ireland will take its 
place as an independent nation, with 
the best. wishes of the entire company of 
nations into which it comes.

lakes,. The estate of Colonel. Barsour.is 
willing to dispose of the camp to tlie 
Legion for $85,000. The project is to 
take it over as-a tuberculosis sanitarium 
—the largest in the world, as it is the 
most. fortunately situated. It is to be 
throughout a Legion project, the staff of 
physicians themselves being ex-service 
men. Even at this late day, with 27,000 
veterans more or less properly cared for, 
there are 10,000 who cannot find a bed. 
The number of the tubercular is 9,000 
and. is steadily increasing. The, peak 
will probably. not be reachéd untib1930. 
If the project succeeds, there will be at 
least one place injthe land in which the 
generous care and\comradeship of..war- 
time will live on. 

The Legion itself’ has undértaken to 
finance the purchase. The: sum: set is 
$100,000. If each post gives $100, the 
total will be $121,800. Contributions 
are sent to Mr. C, P. CALDWELL at 50 
Church Street, New York... In “this 
undertaking there may be a touch of 
defiant pride. Certainly, if the Ameri- 
can people refuse the most hearty co- 
opération, the fact will constitute still 
another national shame. It was quite 
proper to vote down the proposal to give 
veterans preferment in the civil service, 
as we-did by a majority of two to one. 
It is equally proper to resist indiscrimi- 
nate raids upon the overburdened na- 
tional finances in the: form 6f bonys or 
“ adjusted compensation.”

It 
sought not‘only to prevént: tie latter 
from cutting rates but. also exacted & 
pledge from them not to sell to retail- 
ers. whbd did this objectionable thing, 
under penalty, of having their, supplies 
cut off. Thé court, in its decision, 
ohjected merely to the methods of the 
Beechnut “company, holding that it 
could - not.’ by contract or combina-" 
tion unduly-hinder. or obstruct, the 
free and natural flow of commerce in 
the channéls of interstate trade.'’ This , 
seems to make it lawful to fix prices if 
dealing direct with retailers, but un- 
lawful if intervening jobbers are’ made 
‘parties to a contract with that end in 
view; Which is really a fine point of

Methods in Washington Different. 


Censequently, Secretary Hughes had to 
avoid generalizations and to win atten- 
tion and enthusiasm at the outset .by 
his @ramatic propesal for the scrapping 
of dertain capital ships.

To 
thig extent and in this,.way the. ap- 
proach to the problem of disarmament 
in the present _conference has dealt 
mainly. with the status quo; ne thé de- 
bates have turned on the maintenance

“The difficulties at Washington, 
of which we have read so much ‘latety, 
have been mere squalls compared to the 
successive storms at; Paris. The’ probe 
did. net g¢ as deep, nor has there been 
such fundamental study necessary... For

Washington. Certainly the attempt at’ t 


the fact that in the matter of publicity 
it marks a transition; it is an éxperi- 
ment not without its faults. The result 
on the limitation of armament has been 
to over-emphasize the spectacular and 
at times to misunderstand the bases of 
disagreements. We/gtill have to become 
accugtomed to publicity of the sort. sup- 
plied in the later stages at Washington. 
It is, therefore, all the more astonishing 
that there was not more vigorous pro- 
test én the limitation of land -arma- 
ménts disappeared from the’ program 
with a/jswift and eloquent gesture very: 
early. in. the proceedings. By way of 
contrast the hardest fight was fought 
on this issue at Paris; and even the 
recent debates on naval ratios do not 
touch in vigor the controversy as to 
armies in,197%- Yet it'is here that the 
most glaring inconsistencies appear.

All in all, the Russians seem to have 
done, pretty well,. Undoubtedly, they 
dislike work, have @ natural reluctance 
to work. For. that, who can blame them? 
The point, seems/to be that when they 
havé once. reelizta the ‘necessity of go- 
ing to work, the greater number of them 
have made honest efforts to find some- 
thing profitable to do—something profit- 
able to themselves and society, If a 
g00d many of them have been unsuc- 
cessful, the fault has. not always been 
theirs. 

One. thing on which everyhody seems 
agreed—the women are better than the 
men, better workers, better. ‘ sports; 
quicker to realize the need of going to 
work, more diligent, more efficient anda 
more cheerful after they, have begun. 
Everywhere one sees this or that pretty, 
dainty irl, pointed out with the re- 
mark, ‘She supports her father and 
mother,” ‘“‘ She supports her husband,”’ 
“ She supports her brother and his chil- 
dren.’”’ Americans who have been moat 
constantly in contact with the refugees 
of the. Wrangel army say that if the 
men, on the avérage, had been as good 
as the women, Bolshevism would néver 
have succeeded. 

And it isa fact worth noting. that 
comparatively few of the: women—of thé 
better classes, at any rate- have turned 
to prostitution. Some few have done so 
in Constdntinople, but mostiy-of the 
lower classes, and ¢veon they are good 
enough to have almost driven ont of 
the business the Greck end Armenian 
girls, who previously had the field pret- 
ty much to themselves. 

In view of the fact that this occupa- 
tion would at least offer, for a time, 
the comfort to which almost all of the 
women refugees had been habituated 
before the disastcr, it is rather de- 
cidedly -to their credjt that so few of 
them have taken the easiest way.

rulers. are in power.” Also, in Prague 
there is a considerable number of Rus- 
sian communists. ‘Tyere’ are besides, 
however, a good many of the Wrangel 
soldiers. Quite’ a number\ of them have 
been placed on farms, and they seem to 
be settling down to work pretty well. 
In the course of time, they will probably 
be good Czechs. 

Among ‘the Serbs, favorites of the Rus- 
sian Government before the war, the 
refugees of ‘the Wrangel army ‘have 
found the readiest welcome. Jugoslavia 
has taken, apparently, nearly 50,000: of 
them; and may absorb’ still more, <A 
good many of them have-enlisted in the 
gendarmetie; others have been.colgnized 
in: Dalmatia, where in the event of a 
War with Italy at any time,in the next 
féw years these veteran soldiers might 
be very useful. 

More useful for the présent, however, 
is the considerable: number ‘of doctors, 
engineers and. other professional men 
who have been taken_into the country. 
Pre-war Serbia, largely a peasant State, 
was none too plentifully provided with 
an intellectual’ and professional ‘class 
and many of the experts whom she had 
were killed, At the end of the war the 
bart of the country politically dominant 
Was culturally. the most backward: the 
Russians are in some degree making up 
the deficiency. : 

And yet, though the Russians are 
fitting into’ Jugoslavia better than any- 
where else, there still are signs of a 
surplus in Belgrade, Inthe course of 
time they will-be absorbed, and thé mix- 
ture of their’ somewhat décadent refine- 
Pe ent with the young’and rude’ strength 

Serbia should produce a gregt race; 
but the period of adjustment will ‘be 
long. 

Every American hustnesn: man’ through 
the Balkans is habituated to receiving 
seven or éight calls a day from Russian 
princesses or countesses who want to 
work for him. What can they do? Well, 
most of-them: know six or eight Jan- 
guages; they can work as’ translators, 
they can learn shorthayd or typewriting ;

When the Wrangel. army was erivan 
out most of its members suffered from 
a very human inability to realise that 
their defeat was final. Most ofthe lead- 
ers and a great many of the rank and 
file still belleve, or profess to believe, 
that the Bolsheviki are soon going to 
collapse, which no. doubt is possible, and 
that. when: they collapse the volunteer 
army will bé called. on to restore order 
in the country and maintain order pntil 
the meeting of a regularly elected Cén- 
stituent Assembly, which seems.'a trifle 
less likely. To that end the organfga- 
tion is being maintained. 

No doubt it is a natural and laudable 
hope, but there seems to be little chance 
that it. will-ever be realized. The years 
will pass; if the Bolsheviki fall the 
volunteer army is not likely to’be invited 
in, and in any case many of its mem- 
bers by that time/will have grown into 
the life of the country Where they. have 
settied. That a good many of them’ may 
some day go back to Russia—as_ indivi- 
duals—is* not impossible; but not all of 
them. And it isnot improbable that

An Iowa 
recruit sent to a Georgia -army camp 
duritig the-war acquired a taste for the 
yellow yam. He carried that taste with 
him to nee and back to Ris home 
town In Iowa. There he told his people. 
about Southern sweet potatoes until they 
got the urge ahd a carload was shipped 
fram Georgia. That first car was folk 
lowed by twenty-nine others during the 
year, and the lowa recryit is in a fair 
way to become the’ South’s first sweet 
potato. broker. 

It is. almost beyond question that a 
fortune awaits the pioneer in this trade.

Trade increased from 18,000,000 to 32,- 
400,000 pounds (Egyptian) from 1882 to 
1902; the production of cotton from 50,- 
000 tons to 665,000; the canal shipping 
from 2,000. ships and 4,300,000 net tons to 
3,000 with 14,000,000, He also induced the 
Khédive to introduce extensive reforms 
in education; legislation and hygiene. His’ 
public works were monumental. The 
best that can be said-about his successor, 
Sir Eldon Gorst, is that his administra- 
tion inspired a sharp rebuke from Roose- 
velt and caused the British Government 
to dispatch Kitchener thither in haste 
to save the situation. That Egypt was 
what it was’ when the war came was 
directly due to Lord Kitchener. 

The canal was successfully ‘anteinbdl 
from.an assault made by the Turks un- 
der German officers in the,first days of 
1915.. After that Egypt became the 
base from which successive expeditions 
were dispatched to Palestine, to Mesvo-- 
potamia, to Gallipoli, and to Saloniki. 
Save for the seditidn that was~preached 
at the University of El Azhar, the people 
ably and. enthusiastically co-operated 
with the British war meagures until 
stung by the bee of ‘‘ self-determina- 
tion.” The United States was the last 
of the allied and associated» powers to 
recognize’ the British protectorate over 
BHgypt. In this recognition, issued not 
until April 22, 1920, there was a passage 
added in which the hope was expressed 
that the aspirations of the people for in- 
dependence -would soon be realized. 


Two Degrees of Nationalization. 


Meanwhile, two, degrees of nationalism 
had been evolved—the moderates, under 
Adly Pasha, comprising the better edu- 
cated and more traveled elements, who 
believed in British guidance and co-op- 
eration in the administration of the Gov- 
ernment, and the extrémists under Zeee 
lul, who aspired .to complete indepen@'[ 
dence. Sometimes separately, sometimes 
together, the British: Government has 
been vainly trying to negotiate a suc- 
cessful. formula with them. .From the 
time of Gladstone down to Asquith; suc- 
cessive British Premiers had. declared 
that British supervision over the affairs 
of Egypt would be removed as soon as 
the economic: stability of the country 
and the public safety had been secured. 
After’ the protectorate was established 
their successors have naturally démand- 
ed guarantees for the maintenance of 
these things. 

Adly Yeghen Pasha was born in 1865 
and is a cousin of the present Sultan 
of Egypt, Faud I;, eighth in the dynasty 
of Muhammad Ali, who succeeded Hus- 
sein on his death, Oct. 9, 1917. Adly 
“entered the Egyptian Foreign Office at 
the age .20, and. in 1902 became Gov- 
ernor of Cairo.’ In 1913 he was ap- 
pointed Vice President of the Legislative 
Assembly, and next year took the port- 
folio of Foreign Affairs under Rushdy 
Pasha. After the resignation. of his 
chief he did much -to direct the Na- 
tionalist, movement toward a friendly 
settlement with the Empire. He be-

Egypt was to have eomplete indeé- 
pendence in internal affairs, but the em- 
pire should be responsible’ for the main- 
tenance of that status, and all extrater- 
ritorial rights, save those of diplomatic 
missions, were to be abolished. It 
naturally followed as a corollary that 
the ‘ British. representative, owing ‘to 
British ‘paramount interests ‘and the 
guardianship to be exercised Over un- 
represented foreign «interests, should 
také precedence over those of other 
countries and that Egypt's official deal- 
ings with foreigners should be under 
that representative’s supervision.

Ié is not until Ernst Lubitsch gets 


into action that one realizes the power 
which enables him to keep 30,000 supers 
under control. He often directs a spec- 
tacle in which 5,000 actors of. the. screen 
are busy at the same time. This movie 
director, known to us ag the creator of 
‘* Passion *% and of ‘‘ Gypsy Blood” ahd 
other cinema thrillers made in Ger- 
many, has the force of a Prussian drill 
master, but back of it is an unfailing 
understanding .of his fellow-creatures 
which has made it possible for him to 
make so conspicuous 4a success in the 
realm of the-films. ‘‘ Pharoah’s Wife.”’ 
is another creation of his which is to 
be shown in this country. 

Just outside of Berlin there is about 
half a square mile of moving picture 
centre, known as Lubitsch’s Film City. 
It spread out along the banks of the 
Spree. To get to it, the actors and the 
mobs take steamers and voyage along 
for about three hours.‘ There are ten 
of these craft in’ commission, so there 
is room for everybody. The passengers 
do not waste any time in conversation. 
While the steamers move along, the 
movie people make up all over the decks 
and in the cabins and salons: “The 
subjects of Pharoah and the minions of 
Ethiopia keep getting blacker or 
browner all the time, and when the 
Vprows of the modern galleys touch the 
shore, ‘they leap forth ready for the 
fray on the “burning desert sands ” 
in the shadow of the pyramids. 

The mob members have been recruited 
from all Kinds. of unemployment 
agencies in the German capital.’ ‘The 
regular movie exchange yields only a 
thousand or so, but there are various 
governmental Activities which can pro- 
duce all “the “enraged populaces’’ re- 
quired. ‘When the sbectacles such as the 
“ Golem” and'‘‘ Deception” were being 
put on the screen, the prevailing wage 
for the actors:of the mob was from 50 
to 60 marks. Just at present anywhere 
from 200 to 300 marks ‘a day would be 
required, and these fluctuations always 
keep the mobs stirred up to the proper 
temperature. 

There are 80 many thousands of par- 








ticipants, and they; vary. from day to 
day, so that there is_no time for the 
‘* Herr Direktor ’’*to tell them the whole 
story. 

‘Here, you,” he will shout_from his 
rostrum to a few thousand sons of the 
Nile, ‘“Run as though the Spartacans 
were turning machine guns on you.”’ 

To another multitude he may say: 

“The price of bread has gone wp. 
Over there is a rich baker’s shop. Go, 
go for him!” 

When Director Lubitsch takes charge 
of a mob, he gets right d6wn to their un- 
derstanding. The anachronisms may be in 
their minds, but he will not have any 
such on the screen. Even though the 
populace may be thinking about marks 
and sausage and beer, he sees to it that 
they look ahd play their parts realisti- 
cally. 

“The most important thing in. teach- 
ing mobs to rage,’’ said Herr Lubitsch 
the other day, ‘‘is to make every one 
understand that acting is more or less 
a serious matter. One cannot come into 
a battle with a foolish grin. 

**Every one in the cast is an actor 
to me. The slightest mistake may ruin 
a scene, and therefore every man and 
woman-and child is a factor in its suc- 
cess. That. is what I tell them every 
day. By example, by precept and by 
practice, I make them understand. 
When I have told them what the spirit 
of the_ piece is, I get down off of the 
high platform and act with them. - I 
take the spear or the sword from the 
hands of some minor actor andi show 
him thus and so. I wave my arms, f 
stowl, I rage, and do éverything that 
is needed. I am a mob in myself, and 
then go back again as director. It is 
not by having people working under 
one- that success is gained—one must 
work -with them all the time. One 
must understand the heart of the. peo- 
ple before he can make that people into 
a mob which thinks as one and acts 
as one.” Here Herr Direktor Lubitsch

How He Got His Start. 


Although he disapproves so strongly 
of the prominence of the individual in 
movie making, .something ought to be 
said about his own .cayeer and how it 
was shaped along the present lines. The 
parents of Ernst Lubitsch intended that 
he should be a cloth merchant: The 
boy, after his course in the Gymnasium 
at Berlin, from which hé came with 
the equivalent of a good high school 
educatién,. was put to work in his 
father’s store in Berlin to. sell linens 
and woolens. The elder Lubitsch had 
gained. a-competency in the textile trade. 
The son, however, felt that he could 
hot get along in this life without being 
an actor. Finally he was taken up as 
a pupil by Victor Arnold, one of the 
leading comedians of Germany. By this 
time’ Lubitsch had made.such progress 
that. he. received the consent of his fam- 
ily to go on with what he considered 
his career. He became a super in the 
Max Reinhardt. productions. .He got a 
small part in ‘“Sumurun,’’ which he 
filled with credit. | 

Then came several years of\ brilliant 
success: in’ comic Hebrew parts, which 
made Lubitsch a kind of Sam Bernard 
of the German stage. In 1915, when he 
was induced to go into the movies, 
one of his first pieces, “‘ The Firm Mar- 
ries,” was a film comedy in which he 
impersonated, a dry goods clerk, and did 
it with much unction, because he had 
learned all the ‘* business ”’ — his 
father’s - counter,

Tail Like ws Cloud. 


When the day came for the experi-

of the grove ‘and from’ 20 to 30 feet 
above the tops of the trees. 

Three days ‘after’ the gitove was 
sprayed ‘by the airplane :the entomolo- 
gists went over it and found that they 
had made a complete job of it. Mr. 
Houston says that 99 per cent. of the 
caterpillars had been killed and were 
strewn on limbs and trunks and ground 
everywhere, and the place .was ‘inde- 
scribably nasty with the remains.

‘TOURISTS TO PALESTINE 





By 7. WALTER WILLIAMS. 
T HAS beén estimated by travel ex- 
perts on the Near Hast that fully 
50 per cent. of the American tour- 
ists who are going to Egypt this 
Winter will make a trip to Jerusa- 
lem after the Nile season is over. 
Easter Sunday occurs - on = April 
16, when the*climate of Palestine in the 
higher altitudes is more agreéable than 
it is during the Winter months. The 
coast line “from Beirut to Jaffa is 
warmer, but the pleasure of traveling 
there in January and February is some- 
what marred by the heavy rains. 

Jerusalem has passed through a siege 
and war without being damaged by the 
invaders or the besieged, for the first 
time in the history of/the city. The 
British airplanes flew over the Holy 
City frequently to observe the move- 
ments of the Turkish forces, but no 
bombs were dropped on ‘its historical 
buildings, by order of General Allenby, 
the Commander-in-Chief., It was the 
eighteenth time the place had been cap- 
tured since the city was built. ; 

Formerly the tourists. to alestine 
traveled by. train from Jaffa Jeru- 
salem and “then went on horseback 
through the country and. slept in tents, 
or in the convents and monasteries 
when the weather was too wet and cold. 
The trip from Jérusalem to Nazareth, 
Sea) of Galilee, Damascus and across the 
Lebanon range of mountains tq Baat- 
bec and Beirut occupied thirty days ana 
entailed a good deal of self-sacrifice, on 
the part of the travelers. for them -to 
agree. with. each other until the énd of 
the journey. 

ddition .to the Hotel Allenby, out- 
side the walls’ overlooking: the railroad 
station, there is the Grand New Hotel 
inside the Jaffa gate and the French and 
Russian hospices, where good. lodging 
can be obtained in Jerusalem. There 
are some Greek restaurants on Hospital 
Street.near thé Public Gardens which 
are clean and serve good food for travel- 
ers who are fftightfully fond of oil. 
There are also small clean hotels kept 
by Palestinians of German descent at 
Jericho, Nazaréth,. Haifa, Tiberias by 
the Sda of Galilee, Mount Carmel and 
other places where the pious. tourists 
Want to stop. 

Instead of traveling by Arab steeds 

with gore backs all day long, thé jour- 
neys are made im flivvers which bump 
over huge boulders, climb the rocky 
sides of the Judean hills or plunge into 
deep holes at great speed while the oc- 
cupants hang on to the sides with -the 
tenacity of despair and try to look in- 
terested in the scenery. When the trav- 
elers are told by the dragoman that the 
Prophet Moses tooked down on Palestine 
from the top of the sand mountain by 
the Dead Sea and then turned back, they 
are not surpri and express great re- 
spect for his ju t. 
‘-The main roads leaging from Jerusa- 
fem to Jericho, to Jaffa and Ramala, 
from Haifa to Mount Carnie) and 
Nazareth,/and from there to Tiberias, 
are fairly good when the damages done 
to them during the heavy Winter rains 
h&ve been repaired. General Allenby 
built 200 miles of roads during the cam- 
paign in Palestine against the Turks, 
‘put the upkeep is very costly. The best 
material for repairing them used to 
come from east of the Jordan, which 
is now known as Tranajordania, and 
is, peopled by nice Bedouine who spend 
their time {n watching their wives work 
and planning midnight raids upon “the 
Zionist camps across the sacted river. 

Thanks tO the war the high spots in 
Palestine have deen connected up by 
ight ratlways—one connecting Jerusa- 
lom with Dgypt (constructed, by. British 
engineers), and the coast line from Jaffa 
to Beirut and Damascus, constructed by 
the French to the Syrian frontier, It 
is well known. in the Near Rast that the 
100. miles of railroad across the Sinat 
Desert from Hl Arish to Wl‘ Kartare 
Bast, on the Suez Canal, would never 
Have been eonstructed if it had not. been 
for the war, as ‘ British policy. was

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Easter Sunday Expected to See Many More 
Americans in Jerusalem Than Heretofore 


Damascus is made from Haifa in twelve 
hours; -Haifa. and Jaffa, four. to five 
hours, and from Cairo in seventeer 
hours. 

While the temperature in the low; 
lands igs mild in the Spring, Jerusalem 
ig apt to be raw and cold when the 
sun is not. shining, and good woolen 
wraps are needed, with thick boots, in 
case the streets are muddy. ‘The civil 
police force is recruited from the young 
Palestinians and the Zionist immigrants ; 
and all public notices have to be printed 
in English, Arabic and Hebrew, which 
are the only languages recognized of- 
ficiflily by the Government. 

To the stranger the majority of the 
natives in and around Jerusalem appear 
to spend their time carving all kinds of 
queer. things out ‘of Olive wood, and 
stringing beads cut from the big mother 
of pearl shells which are brought across 
the desert by caravan from the shores 
of the Red Sea. The ancient city, where 
more than half of the population live 
in stone houses like caves underground, 
has been cleaned up by the efforts of 
the ‘new civil administration. The pdée- 
ple have been taught. to eollect their 
garbage and cover it over until called for 
and to sprinkle the surface of the water 
in their quaint old cisterns with crude 
petroleum to keep the mosquitos fron. 
breeding there in the Summer during the 
malaria season. 

The Governor said recently that the 
plan was so successful last Sammer that 
myriads of mosquitos, many of them 
desdended from families that bit_the 
Crusaders and evén the ancient Romans, 
mad left Solomon's ‘Pools, which *#tip- 
ply the city and are nine miles from 
Jérusalem, - and .had> gone across ‘the 
Jordan to live with the Bedouins. 

There are plenty of modern stores out- 
side the walls of: Jerusalem’ where 
travelers can. buy almost anything they 
may need during. their stay in the 
country. The. red and white wines made 
at thé Zionist-colony of Richon-el-Zien 
are quite palatable and may, be drunk 
with the. water served at the table in 
the hotel, with imported mineral water 
or that made focally at the two soda 
water factories inside the city gates by 
the Tower of David. The water from 
Solomon's Pools comes from a spring, as 


it did in the days of the grcat Hebrew 
kings, and is qu alte good and refreshing.

AVE large numbers of American 
men come out ofthe war de- 
graded, made more callous and 
reckless and brought back ir. 
their minds a lesser regard for 
the* sacred rights of Ufe ard. property? 
There is. much affirmative opinion on 
ussions 
and writings. If one were to accept 
the goldier life as described in certain 
tynical books, he ‘might be convinced 
that Such a result would be inevitable. 

The best. possible barometer of the re- 
sults of service in the war, along these 
lines, is the present population »f the 
prisons, and ft is the purpose of. this ar- 
ticle to show that the results of @ 
study of New York State prison popu-) 
lation goes far to dissipate the widely 
accepted theory that the war veteran 

has been inordinately active in. violat- 
ing the ‘laws of the country he lately 
defended. 

The New fork ‘Btate Reformatory at 
Elmira receives boys and young men 
between. the ages of 16 arid 80. Out of 
1,000, received from the close of hostili- 
ties in 1918 until July 1, 1921, 318, or 
16 per cent., were éx-service men. . Of 
this group of 318 there were 241 who 
received honorable discharge and 49 dis- 
honorable discharge; of the latter, 22 
were from the army and 27 from the 
navy. The total number serving in the 
army was 220; in the navy, 86; in the 
marines, 2, while 10 served.in the armies 
of our alliés. There were but 24 of the 
group confined in military or -naval 
prisons while in the service. This is 
not a large proportfon when one con- 
siders the immense total of voluntary 
enlistment and draft; moreover, the re- 
formateory commitments, limited to those 
between the ages of 16 and 80 years, 
drawn from every walk of life, hi 
and low, Would necessarily include 
exactly the class of men who, by 
reagon of their age, would be chosen 
for military service. It ‘has likewise 
been alleged that the crimes of the law- 
Violating @ex-service men have been 
largely crimee of violence. However, 
the records indicaté that but 48 out of 
the 318 have been convicted of robbery 
or carrying weapons. 


Previous Criminal History. 


A significant fact also is that at least 
one-half of these delinquent 318 ex-ser- 
vice men had a previous criminal his- 
tory, having been arrested and convict. 
ed one or more times before they en- 
teréd the military service.. This would 
appear to indicate that their ‘training 
in ‘the afmy or navy coutd scarcely be 
alleged as a cause for their criminal 
acts.In point of fact, Only 8 per cent. 
of the total 1,900 men received were ex- 
service men without previous criminal 
records. In the group of 318 there were 
186 who had a family history showing 
mental or specific, disease. As classified 
in the laboratory the 818 aré designated 
as follows: Nornral, 33 per cent.: sub- 
normal, 50 per cent.; segregable, 17 per 
cent. . By ‘‘segregables"’ are meant those 
who'by reason of their rétarded. men- 
tal Gondition a¥é unable to cope with 
modern industrial and civil conditions 
and consequently require constant and 
permanent care’and supérvision. Forty- 
nine,of the group were deserters and 
eleven were A. W. O. L. when arrested. 
Sixty-one of the number could not re- 
member the serial number on the tags 
which were attached to the netk and 
wrist for identification.. Two hundred 
and twenty-four of-the group had ob- 
tained employment after discharge and 
were working when arrested. 

Dr. Frank L. Christian,  Superinten- 
dent of the neformatory, who was a cap- 
tain in the Medical Corps and stands 

among the authorities on crimi- 
nology in this country, says: 

“Tt t& evident that. their military 
training did not make them delinquents, 
for moré than’ half of the 318, previous 
to their: war experience, had been under 
arrest by the civil authorities for various 
crimes, * * * that if the mental ex- 
aminations of candidates for enlistment 
had been a@ strictly enforced at the be- 
ginning of the war as they were toward 
its closé; many of these. men would 
nevér have been permitted in the ser+} 
vice.

The observations’ in the State prisons 
are. largely to the same effect as de- 
veloped in the Bitnira formatory. At 
Sing Sing Major Lewis ©. Lawes, the 
Warden, received 99 mén admitting war 
service-in a period of fifteen months, of 
whom 68 were first offenders, 27 second 
and 4 third offenders. The ayerage age 
of the men was 25 years. He gives as 
hig opinion that ‘‘ the one-third who had 
previous crimin&l records would have 
been. criminala anyway, and only sus- 
pended operations during service.” He 
believes that those With no previous, 
criminal recorda ‘might ot have com- 
mitted crimes ‘ except’ for the shatter- 
ing of their accustomed. routine by en- 
tering the service, their return to a 
large cit® and their failure to go to thelr 
home towns, and, as leck of employ- 
ment threw -them In contact with other 
p] Milere inevitable happened.’’

ter report 821 prisoners, with only; forty- 
five ex-service men, and ‘all express the 
opinion that war service was not re- 
sponsible for the crimes for which these 
men are, confined, but. that they were 
bad before they entered service. The 
Warden of the New York City peni- 
tentiary agrees with this opinion. “At 
the Westchester County Penitentiary 
forty-four out of 185 inmates were ex- 
Superintendent MeClellan 
says that only half a dozen have been 
in prison before, but some pthers have 
been in reformatories_or ‘reform schools. 
He expresses the opinion that the per- 
nicious use of the guard house during 
the war had a tendency to lessen the 
fear that most young men had of prisons’ 
previous to entering the service. He 
says many of the men told m that 
they were never locked up in their lives 
until put in the guard house for small 
infractions of military rules and that 
confinement was not severe at all. 

District Attorney Harry E. Lewis. of 
Kings County, ‘who annually tries large 
numbers of criminals, says that ‘* the 
war had little, if anything, to-do with 
the participation in crime’ by those who 
had war service.” 

That crimes of violence were rampant 
and excited much public:attention after 
the Civil War, as in recent months, is 
attested by THm New York Trims in 
December, 1864, as quoted below: 

“For two full years after thé war 
commenced,’ New York was almost 
as peaceable and well-behaved as @ rural 
village. The contrast at this. time is 
fearful. Our columns, day. after day, 
show that we are either getting a terri- 
ble influx of population from among the 
dangerous classes of other commiunities, 
or’ that we are breeding among our- 
selves a criminal population unprece- 


dented, as to its numbers and daring, in 


the annals of the city.’ 

The same causes gs existed then seem 
to obtain now and the results are about 
the same, but the studies made do not 
sustain the assertion that war service 
has been:the responsible cause or that 


war veterans have had any considerable f 


part in this state of affairs. An army 
officer of forty years’ experience made 


the statenteht that he had never known }- 


an instence of a soldier dismissed from 
service for stealing who had not been a 
thief prior to his enlistment and from 
the studies made and described abova, 
the writer has come to agree with the 
conclusion 80 well expressed by 
Coningsby Dawson as the opinion of a

‘*Men got out of the war,’’ he said,

A letter appearing in your edition of 
Dec. 18 and signed “by A. H: Comstock, 
Chairman of the Minnesota. State Com- 
mission for a Deep Waterway to the 
Sea, has been brought to. my: attention. 
This letter is *o inaccurate’ that I feel 
called upon to answer it. I shall mot 
attempt to criticise all that Mr. Com- 
stock says, but I am particularly in- 
terested in that part of his letter: which 
says: ‘* With all due consideration for 
your opinion, we will say jin conclusion 
that your effort to hold e West to 
the use of your State al, which 
has been found to» be impractical and 
génerally unsuited for our present day 
use, is not fair’treatment of a very im- 
portant part of our country.’’ 

Mr. Comstock, in making this asser- 
tion, simply -reflects an attitude ‘that 
is found in many of the proponents of 
the St. Lawrence project. | That’. atti- 
tide is to condemn the Barge Canal as 
impractical without- giving ft a = fair 
trial and, by so doing, discourage ship- 
pers who might othérwise. make very 
profitable use of it. 

The fact is that the Barge Canal is 
adequate to meet all present transpor- 
tation’ needs in the West and can meet 
such needs for years to comé, “It can- 
not, however, do so if. the.proponents 
of the St. Lawrence route eontinue to 
give the impreSsion that it is.a: failure, 


and certainly no man who has bothered 
to investigate its facilities will say that 
it is impractical or Inadequate. 

e canal offers ‘a’ modern ‘and : re- 
liable service. .The barge lines give es- 
tablished rates; through bills of lading, 
insurance on cargoes, free store ‘door 
deliveries at Buffalo, and transfér al- 
lowances in the Port of New: York, and 
have working agreements with both lake 

and ocean, transportation lines. 

With these facilities it is possible for 
the Western shipper to move his freight 
via the canal at a )rate ranging from 
20 to 40 per cent. less than the ‘ae 
charge. For example: Copper 
shipped by canal for $2.25 a ton iene 
than the rail charge; ore is shipped 
for $2.50 a ton leas than the rail rate; 
grain is moved for 6 to 6% cents a 
bashel, as. opposed to a rail rate of 
$4 cents a bushel; brick is carried for 
$2.50 a thousand less than it is on par- 
alleling rail lines; lumber. is. carried 
over the waterway at a differential of 
$4sper 1,000 feet, while crude And 
ig moved at a canal rate of $1.80.a ton, 
as opposed to a rail rate of $5.49.

These rates are inclusive of terminal 
charges and will be considerably less 
when the State completes its work of 
oa uipping its terminals. ‘This latter con- 
sideration is all-important, for the ter- 
minal charge has, until the’ last few 
rs, been more than double the actual 
ying charge. The establishment of 
Salt and. lake terminals and. their 
equipment with modern handling devices 
have lowered this: so that. we now find 
that the handling. of -freight at ter- 
minals equals the actua carrying 
charge. .

, be @ permanent residence occupied as a 
’ private dwelling; in which event a search 

- Warraht is nécessary to enter it under 
this law (the recently enacted Willis- 
Campbell measure) if the owner is sus- 
pected of having contraband liquors in 
Riis possession. If, however, any other 
part of the curtilage is suspected, any 
other -housé. or any other building, no 
safcguard.is thrown around it. If a 
man is @ guest in a hotél, his bedroom 
may be searched and his property may 
be. seized without a warrant; his papers 
and effects may be searched and ‘keized 
in his -cffice,.in his hotel, in any other 
place than a private dwelling.

If they have the right to enter one 
house, they have the right to enter an-

that winks at the idea that in so far as 
the right to enter a place without a 
search Warrant fs concerned thers Is 
any difference in the protection afforded 
by the law to one house owned by the 
citizen and jany other house ownel by 
that citizen. . It matters not whether it 
is a. dwelling hotise or a storehouse..or 
a warehousé, or an office; his protection 
against having his privete’ + papers 
searched, his private property invaded, 
is Just as sacred in the one case as in 
the other. . 

Thé Fourth Amendment to. the Con- 
stitution of the United - States \provides 
that ‘‘ the right of the people -to be se- 
cure .in their. persons, ‘houses ’’—not 
dwellings, not homes, but —houges— 
‘‘shall not be violated.’’. ‘Did they use 
the word “ houses "’ meaning ‘‘homes’’? 
Was it a loose expression on the part 
of the makers of the Constitution of the 
United States? Let ug see. . 

It was only afew years -before this 
law was written that Mr. Justice Brad- 
ley tells us,-in the case of Boyd vs. The 
United, States, that the general war- 
rants were issued against the citizens 
of New England, against which : James 
Otis inveighed; and the-case ef Wilkes 
‘was them fresh in the minds..of the 
makers of the Constitution. The facts 
are that these general warrants were 
not airned at the homes of the citizens 
of Boston or anywhere else. They were 
used to enter the warehouses of the citi- 
zens, to enter their storehouses, 

In the. case. of Gouled va. The United 

Statés, and agdin in the case of Amos 
vs, The United States—both just decided 
—the ‘Supreme Court of the United 
States laid down the doctrine that a 
Search without warrant is unreasonable 
for the reason that such a search is un- 
constitutional. And in the casé of Amos 
they ‘searched .a -warehouse. . Theré 
never has been any difference between 
the sanctity, the security of a citizen's 
house against a search, if he made it 
the repository of his private property 
and his private papers; between the 
housé in which he slept and the house 
in which he attended to his business ; 
between his dwelling and his store, 
“It ds ‘ah-absurd distinction. It. is, in 
my opinion, the .artificial creation: of 
those who dare not invade the home, 
not that they’ respect any provision of 
the Constitution of the United States, 
but that ‘they respect a certain Saxon 
instinct that rises above. law. 

We do -not ask to enjoy the rights 
guaranteed to us by the Constitution at 
the capricious grace of any propa- 
gandist, . So; let us see what. is secure 
from search and ‘selture: The .person, 
holtises, papers and’ effects.

AVIATION’S, 


PROGRESS -

HERE has been so ‘much exag- 
gération in the stateménts of 
the too hopeful optimists and 
in the remarks made by the no 
less sincere; byt equally mis- 

guided. pessimists that the average pers 
son is considerably bewildered as to 
whether : aviation 1s coming ‘ or .gotre. 

What is really needed from timd ‘to 
time is a progress report which will 
ignore the pdst-mortems and regrets 
about the past and which will equally 
abstain from long distance prophecies 
and puch expressions. as. ‘‘ the ‘art of 
aviation is in its infancy.” 

Let us bring to Nght a few’ facts and 
figures-of what: has beer done in’ com- 
mercial aviation. One foreign company 
reports’ that during the past ‘Summer 
725 flights were scheduled over regular 
runs; 613 of these were actually made. 
Over 160,000 miles were flown, There 
were no accidents of any. kind to pas- 
sengers or cargo.

ent methods of many handlings and fre- 
quent. and’.long delays. Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover said that 50 per 
cent. of 6ur perishable foodstuffs never 
reach the consumers because the farms 
on which they are raised are too. remote 
from the fnarket at.which they are-sold. 

“By motor trucks,’’ he adds, “‘ the 
farmer, will’ be)\.able to. reach - better 
markets further away than by horse and 
wagon. He will be able to. spend. more 
time actually producing on his farm and 
be able .to .sell food more .cheaply by 
eliminating.’. the “present tremendous 
waste. .By use of motor trucks the 
farmer will be able to produce more and 
sell at ‘less cost.’’ 

In addition ‘to this; it will serve great~ 
ly to relieve the’ railroads of their teér- 
minal expense’ iri handling léss-than-car- 
load freight over distances up to seven- 
ty-five miles perhaps. This ig the most 
expensive freight which the railroads 
haul, and nearly every pound of it 
represents a loss to them. 

By a series of motor-truck’ trunk-line 
highways this congestion can be avoided 
in the large centres, for it is near and 
between such centres that the need for 
them exists and there the greatest num-

ber, of motor trucks is concentrated, 
These ‘trunk-line highways “will have 
many radials, or feeder highways, which 
will tap all the adjacent territory. The 
day may well come when we shall see 
a multitude of trucks rolling across the 
land headed for these main lines, where 
they -will be organized into trains or 
convoys and moved under a rigid traffic 
control by the block system of signaling 
with gagoline and emergency repair. sta- 
tions at-intervals all along the routes. 

This will cut the amount of time lost 
to a minimum, with the aceompanying 
increase in fons hauled per day and its 
corresponding decrease in cost per 100 
pounds‘per ton mile. As*suth’a plan as 
this developes, on: the magnificent scale 
to which it lends itself, one may. well 
see thé high cost of living decrease: per- 
manently, for it will mean that many 
mors people will go. back to. the soil 
who will hot stay there. now becatise 
of the uncertainty of sufficient reward 
for the labors and risk, 

There will, of ‘course, . be another de- 
velopment which is not genetally touched 
upon by speakers who: love to -handle 
this subject, and that is the. great in- 
crease in business, the widening of the 
market. which will come to \ the: stores 
that supply the necessities of life to 
persons resident in a territory served by 
such a method of transportation. 

It has been the experien of~ those 
who have motorized their delivery ser- 





vice that doing so has greatly increased: 
their field of service and consequently 
their sales, by the fact that’the pur- 
chasers could generally get their’ mer- 
chandise delivered the day after pur- 
chase, as well as giving a much greater 
variety and range of prices and quality 
to choose fromiy Few people have real- 
ized fully what tremendous adjunct 
to sales increase & wide spread delivery 
service has. meant except those few who 


have scientifically developed the service | 


for all there is in it. 

A development of this sort would also 
open -up a field which is not now re- 
garded with the respect it deserves— 
that.of transportation engineering. ‘Too 
few people realize that motor trucks 
should be routed and dispatched as rail- 
road trains are, and that, in general, 
they should be operated on exactly 
similar lines. This has been done in 
isolated instances with such astounding 
results in efficiency and economy that 
thése in charge of such installations 
have found themselves ‘‘ prophets with- 
out honor,’’ for few believe they have 
accomplished the fesults they claim. 

It can’ be done, if hag been done, and 
with motor-truck trunk highways and 
transportation engineering we may see 
the ‘promise of the motor truck per- 
formed.’” The motor truck may then 
take its place as the most valuable unit 
in our trinity of transportation—land, 
water and air.

co-operation. ‘They. defeat their own 
purpose; or, to:get back to the seat of 
the. trouble, we, should say that those 
whose duty ‘it is to warn drivers of un+ 
expected manoeuvres. in the highways 
become hoarser with ¢ach additional cry 
of caution. 

Of all the factors .which-may. be. em- 
ployed in gaining-a motorist’s attention 
noyelty is perhaps the most important. 
If a sign is so ‘enormols as to obstruct 
the view it will command attention by 
reason of its very.bignéss. . Bright col- 
ored. signs will often prove effective as 
attention ‘‘ getters.’’. when all else fails. 
Signs of odd shape or those bearing an 
old. warning, said in a new way have 
their place and -are. effective -under 
certain conditions.

A niotorist who was driving 1n.a section 
of the country. which was new, to him 
gave a graphi¢:accdunt of his “experi- 
ence.**It illustrates the point exactly. 
\ \** I was climbing over a mountain” -he 
said, ‘‘ which one could see demanded 
extra caution on the part of the. driver.

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OPERATING CAR IN’ WINTER 





WO things are necessary for the 

successful operating of a motorcar 

during the cold weather months, 

says H. Clifford Brokaw, techni- 

eal director of the West Side 
Y. M. C./A..Automobile’ School. The 
first he designates as some anti-freezing 
solution for; the: cooling system; the 
second is a device for warming the 
mixture béfore admission to the cyl- 
inders. 


Many things have been tried. for mak- 
ing the cooling system freeze-proof. 
The most ‘common ‘are salt, ‘glycerine 
and alcohol. Any one of these in- the 
proper proportion, will insure against 
freezing, but they .are not equally de- 
sirable. Salt has.a tendericy to set up 
electrolitic action where iron and b 
parts are combined in the cooling sy: 
tem, but four pounds of salt to the 
gallon will give a solution. which will 
not freeze until 17 degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit, is reached. Glycerine will 
keep the water from freezing, but it 
is expensive, and if rubber hose ts used 
to connect radiator and the cylinder 
pipes, glycerine will cause it to decom- 
pose rapidly. 

*“ Denatured. alcohol probably is the 
best to use, mixed with water in pro- 
portion as ‘thé cold to be expected may 
demand,’’ says. Mr. Brokaw. “'Twenty 
per. cent. of alcohol will give protection 
to 5 degrees above zero; 30 per cent. to 
9 degrees below zero, and*35 per cent. 
to 16 degrees. below. The owner 
must not. make the error of using a 
mixtute ‘which will protect him. only 
for the average low temperature of his 
locality,, For thirty years the average 
tmhinimum for the vicinity of New: York 
City, was 12 degrees above zero. But it 
may drop. to 20 degrees. below, without 
warning, and unless a sufficiently strong 
solution is used, or the water is drained 
out of the cooling system, a burst: radi- 
stor or @ cracked cylinder casting is 
likely to result. 

‘Probably a combination of alcohol and 
glycerine will suit the*particular owner 

a little better than alcohol alone, since 
‘Bare is less evaporation, and a single 
dose of glycerine -will last the entire 
season, only alcohol and water need to be 
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oe - Anitomobile’s Relation to Other Business. 
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jis ‘an electri¢ heater, where one has 


evaporated. Half alcohol. and half 
glycerine is the proper proportion to be 
added to the water. .It has one ad- 
vantage, that it freezes quite a Dit 
lower than the alcohol alone. 


“* Another thing which' must be taken 
into account in Winter is the: warming 
of the mixture for starting, so that it 
does not condense the moment it strikes 
the cold eylinder walls: Modern cars 
are provided with means for accomplish- 
ing this when the engine -has started, 
but the hot-water jacket and the. hot- 
air furnace. depend upon a warmed-up 
engine for their availability, and for 
starting other means must: be devised. 
There also are various devices for heat- 
ing the, carburetor and intake manifold 
while the engine.is warming up.. There

YALE PLAYERS IN LEAD. 


Eighty-Four Elle Have Been nea 
on Camp’s All-America Elevens. 


An analysis of Walter Camp's. all- 
American. teams. since 1889 shows, ac- 
cording to ah article in The Yale Daily 
News, that Yale has contributed * the 
jargest number /of. players, eighty-four 
in all... Harvard is second with seventy~ 
three, Princeton third with fifty-three 
and Pennsylvania fourth with thitty- 
five. 

Until the year 1895 these were the 
only universities from/which Camp se- 
lectéd his players. One man from a 
smaller institution: was chosen in 1895, 
and not until after four more years were 
other outside. stars, this time-two = in 
number, chosen: Since that. time, The 
News says, these four Hastern.universi- 


ties have aot ruled supreme.in the choice | [ 


of teams, as inany as four — maine 


ech Og other eleveris 1903, 
1900, 1908 " 1913 and 1 mis, Ls 


farger universities on the team, All: be 
ing from. Harvard; in 1920, there were 
three and this year: there are but two, 
one each from Yale and.Marvard. In 
all, ninety-three men outside Yale, Har- 
vard, Princeton and Pennsylvania have 
been on Walter Camp's teains at one 
time or-another. 

The largest number of men that any 
college has had on one team is seven, 
and le alone has had this. distinction, 
once if. 1900 and again in 1902.4 Six Yale 
men/were chosen in 1 ‘and -five” in 
1891. and 4804. Harvard had five in 
1890, 1892,'1901 and 1934, Twice Prinee- 
ton has had five. 

Only three times has. Yale been entirely 
unrepresented. Harvard has never failed 
to place at least one inan on the all-star 
eleven, Princeton ‘has been: passed over 
but four times and Pennsylvania has 
missed fifteen’ times. 

Of the eighty-four Yale men placed on 
the,team only two have received the 
nelettion for four years. Frank A. Hin- 
key, "95, was chosen as end» i, 1891, 
1892, 183 ‘and. 1894. F. G. Brown. ‘01. 
filled a position.as, guard for the four 
years beginning with 1897.. Two ‘Yale 
men have qualified for corey years, “W. 
W. Heffelfinger as guard and ‘T. ZL, 
Shevlin as end.
